The profits were to be divided between 
the employer and workers according 
to a determined schedule. 

All went well for a time, despite the 
general business depression. Produc- 
tion improved 40 per cent, and the 
concern reported it was making~« 
profit while its rivals were losing 
money. But gradually things began 
to work less smoothly. Squabbles 
arose between individual workers and 
foremen, both those they had chosen 
themselves and those selected by the 
management. 


Human Nature Asserts Itself. 

To the grief of the more communis. 
tic element among the rank and file it 
was found that the foremen intended 
to stick together as . body, irrespec- 
tive of “class cénscious ”" In other 
words, human nature the spirit of 
emulation had come into play. 

Finally the foremen threatened to 


resign en magse unless discipline was 


strengthened. The workers retaliated 
by throwing one foreman, Mennier, out 
of the works. As a result of pressure 
by the foremen’s group some eighty 
leading “ militants” among the work- 
ers were dismissed. Th®reupon the 
workers yesterday seized the factory. 
At the hour for changing shifts th‘s 
morning they were expelled by armed 
police, who are now guarding the silent 
workshops.

Count Szechenyi One 
of Hundreds Held. 


| New York, July 13,—[Special.]—Of 
the 1,200 passengers aboard the Cun- 
ard liner Mauretania, which docked to- 
day, 250 men and women, including a 
number of persons of wealth and dis- 
tinction, were detained by ithmigration 
officials and prevented from landing be- 
cause the quota of immigrants from 
their respective countries for July had 
been reached. 

In the number were 23 first cabin 
passengers, 130 from the second cabin 
and 100 in the third cabin. 

With few exceptions all those chal- 
lenged by the officials were detained on 
the Mauretania until definite instruc- 
tions from Washington are received, 

G@elfer Is Held Up. 

Among the passengers detained today 
was James M. Barnes, better known 
as “Jim” Barnes, the professional golf 
expert, who had gone abroad to con- 
test in the recent golf matches in Scot- 
land. Mr. Barnes has lived in this 
country for sixteen ‘years, and ex; 
plained that he had taken out his first 
papers. He is a member of the Pelham 
Country club. The immigration pff- 
cials, however, ruled that he is still an 
alien and refused to permit him to 
leave the vessel until! instructions from 
Washington changed their ruling. 

Another passenger detained as he 
was about to land was Count Laszlo 
Szechenyl, husband-ct-Gladys Vander- 
bilt. 

The count gave his native land as 
Hungary, but his address as 1 West 
67th street, Manhattan. He said that 
he proposed making an indefinite stay 
in this country. 

That is the question put by officials 
to all immigrants under the new law. 
If they say they are coming to make 
their home here they run against the 
regtiations restricting all such immi- 
gration to a per quota basis. 

Count Here on Business, 

Count Szechenyil explained that he 
had come to New York to attend to 
some business and that he did not 
know how long it would take. When 
his business is completed, he said, he 
would go back to Hungary. On that 
understanding he was released.

GREEKS DRIVE 
BACK 
ASIA MINOR 


Athens Troops Capture 
Town of Chivril. 


CONSTANTINOPLBD, July 18.—[By. 
the Associated Press.)}—The Greek 
forward movement in Asia Minor is 
developing into a general offensive, 
With the wings attacking respectively 
from the Brussa sector on the north 
and the Ushak area on the south, con- 
verging on Kutaia, on the main Bag- 
dad railway line about eighty miles 
southeast of Brussa. 

The Turkish nationalist outposts are 
fall back to strategic positions. 

Ne of the.successful initiation of 
the movement was received with jubi- 
lation by the crowds surrounding the 
bulletin boards in Athens, which were 
particularly gleeful over the announce- 
ment from the Greek ministry at noon 
that the important railway town of, 
Chivril, terminus of the road to Smyr- 
na and Aidin (about 145 miles east of 
Smyrna and 46 miles south of Aflun- 
Karahissar) has been occupied by the 
Greek troops.

Shehr and Kutaia. Two Turkish am- 
munition depots at Hski-Shehr were 
exploded.

“What is the explanation of Carol 
Kennicott, the character who thinks in 
print in ‘Main Street '?” 

The first is not directly related to 
imental health.

Most of us who read “ Main Street” 
will agree that there was something the 
matter with Carol Kennicott. They will 
agree that she was ‘“ wrong in the gar- 
ret”: but how and why? My friend 


Spalding, who lends me worth while 
books, says of Carol: “O, she’s a nut. 
She’s crazy. She did not know half as 


much as the other folks on Main street, 
but she was such an egotistic fool that 
she never knew it.” 
| Spalding thinks the character Lewis 
should have had think in print was Will 
Kennicott. He was worth while and his 
thoughts would have been wholesome. 
Well, how about it? Was Carol crazy? 
No. Was she a nut? That depends on 
what you call a nut. She was a day 
dreamer and the ills that she pulled down 
on herself and all those whose lives she 
touched were the result of this very bad 
mental habit. She came by it naturally. 
The narrative tells us nothing of her 
mother except that she died when Carol 
was 9 years old. But her father was a 
{day dreamer beyond question. The older 
sister probably was much more whole- 
seme minded, since she kept out of all 
Carol's mental messes. It is logical, 
therefore, that the older sister inher- 
ited her mental makeup from her mother 
while Carol got hers from her father. 

The story tells of the smiling and

That would be analogous to the prohibition of 
the prescription of beer for medicinal purposes. 
There aré morphine and cocaine addicts. To pro- 
ject them and prevent the abuse of these drugs, 
why not deprive all those who need them of their 
benefit? Because there are doctors and druggists 
who carry on an illicit traffic in habit makigg 
drugs, why not pgphibit all doctors from giving 
their patients the benefit of such drugs in proper 
circumstances? 

The medicinal prescription of beer might be 
abused by a small minority, always under the 
fear of exposure and prosecution. It is because 
of this minority that the normal and law abiding 
must be deprived of a legitimate use. This 
is an illustration of the perverted view- 
point of the extremist prohibitionist and his 
abettor, the professional moralist agitator. Our 
American instinct as freemen, 
common sense should revolt against such perver- 
sion of right policy, and those’ who recognize 
the good achieved by the abolition of the saloon 
and the workings of prohibition in its general ap- 
plication should be the first to resist the excessive 
proposals of extremists.

A. H. writes: “On my dack over the 
shoulder blade I have a protruding mole 
which I once nearly scratched off when 
annoyed by a mosquito bite. This was 
11 years ago and the mole is half on and 
might be torn off in some effort at ath- 
letics. Should it be cutoff ‘to prevent 
such a possibility? Would a mole lead 
to cancer when tampered with? What 
is the reason of such a belief?” 


REPLY. | 
It may be good judgment to have the growth 
removed by a clean incision. Cancers fre- 
quently develop from moles. The opinion is 
based upon observations of, cancers which 
clearly have started in moles. Since it has 
been established by many observations that 
repeated irritations cause cancer, and also 
that cancers frequently develop in moles, it 
is concluded that moles should not be irri- 
tated.

SYMPTOMS OF PELLAGRA. 

E. M. J. writes: ‘‘ What are the symp- 
toms of pellagra and how can a person 
tell when he has it?” 

REPLY. 

Among the symptoms of pellagra are: Sun- 
burn eruption on exposed Dp of the body 
without history of adequate exposure to sun, 
red tongue, burning sensation in tongue and 
oesophagus, diarrhoea, great weakness, men- 
tal disturbance. Im some cases one or more 
of these symptoms are absent, Just now we 
hear a good deal about pellagra without an 
eruption. The treatment consists in eating 
plenty of fresh milk, butter, meat, vegeta- 
bles, and fruit. If possible, a person with 
pellagra should spend the hot months in a 
cool place. 


ANTI—AND MOUTH WASH. 

F. D. writes: “Some one. asked if 
milk of magnesia was good for a mouth 
wash and your answer was‘ No.’ I have 
acid mouth and the resulting soreness 
and sometimes cavities at the neck of the 
teeth. Two dentists have told me to 
work magnésia around the teeth and 
gums just before retiring, to counteract 
the acid which is not dissolved at night 
as in the daytime by food and drink. I 
have very little trouble with the tender 
places now and almost never neglect to 
use the magnesia.

The Bureau of Streets did a small amount 
of oiling brick pavements in 1916, as an 
experiment, but found it unsuccessful. The 
oil formed a thin film over the surface of 
the brick, causirg a very slippery condition 
for auto traffic. The only place the oil 
was absorbed at all was in the joints 
tween the brick, and this absorption w 
very limited. The complaints we received 
were many, both from abutting property 
owners and from automobilists. 
‘ We do not d¢onsider the oiling of brick 
pavements practical and are, therefore, con- 
tinuing the use of water for sprinkling pur- 
poses.

TARGET FROM SEA 


Trial Proves Efficacy of 
. Big and Little Craft. 


Norfolk, Va., July 13.—[{Special.)— 
Army aerial bombers made the best 
record in history today when thirty- 
seven machines literally blew the 
former German torpedo boat destroyer 
G-102 out of the water with 300 pound 
and 25 pound bombs. | 

The bombing took place sixty-four 
miles south of Cape Charles. The first 
bomb was dropped at 9:27 and at 10:36 
the former German craft started to 
the bottom of the Atlantic ocean, bow 
first. 

Forty-seven 300 pound bombs were 
hurled from the air at the target. 
Seven of them made direct hits, and 
75 per cent of all the others came so 
close that they quused huge mountains 
of water to fall all over the doomed 
vessel. Army experts say almost any 
one of the bombs would have disabied 
the vessel d it been in fighting trim 
and able to defend *itself. 

There were forty-three aerial ships 

: hovering over or near the destroyer 
while the bombing was going on. Only 
thirty-four ships took part in the bomb- 
ing. 


F-G-5s Rain Bombs. 


Eleven F-G-5 machines, each carry- 
ing four twenty-five pound bombs, 
made the first attack on the destroyer. 

. These little aerial fighters were only 

200 feet above the target and they 
literally rained bombs down on the 
helpless craft. The first two bombs 
inade direct hits and a dozen others 
exploded all over the boat. 

There were so many hits by the 
F-G-5 machines that the umpires could 
not keep account of them. The first 
‘two bombs tore a part of the destroy- 
er’s bow away. Then the smokestacks 
toppled and fell into the sea. Black 
smoke was pouring from the interior of 
the doomed ship and it appeared to be 
on fire. 

The squadron of F-G-5 planes passed 
“quickly over the target, an army officer 
reporting that he thought 75 per cent 
of its bombs hit some part of the ves- 
‘sel ‘ 

Aryival of the 300 Pounders. — 

When the F-G-5 planes had dropped 
their allotment it began to look as if 
there would be nothing left for the 
big Martin bombers to do. A squadron 
of sixteen of the latter moved up 
quickly, however, and began to hurl 


300 pound bombs from a ‘height of] 


1,500 feet. Each of the Martin bomb- 
ers carried six bombs and they were 
dropped two at atime. The.first ma- 
chine over the target struck the tar- 
get squarely on the bow and tore off 
a huge piece of steel, which bounded 
high in the air‘and then fell in the sea. 

Other machines scored hits on vari- 
ous parts of the ship and the doomed 
craft began to sink rapidly. Before 
half of the big bombers had passed 
over the vessel it had almost disap- 


Each machine, however, had six 
bombs to drop and they dropped them 
regardless of whether the target was 
visible or not. Bombs dropped where 
the target should have been and most 
of them registered hits according to 
the records kept by the umpires. 


First Two Would Have Sufticed. 


Before the target disappeared below 
thé waves it was a mass of flames. The 
bombs dropped through the holes amid- 
ship had set the interior of the vessel 
on fire. . 

The destruction of the destroyer, ac- 
complished in little more than an hour, 
elated army officers, who declare the 
record the best made anywhere by 
army or navy bombers. They stated 
that it was not actually necessary to 
drop a single bomb after the first two 
hurled from the F-G-5 machines. These 
would have caused the destruction of 
the ship, they stated. The others were 
dropped simply to carry out the pro- 
gram previously arranged. 

Two Martin machines that started 
out from Langley field to take part in 
the attack, were forced to return when 
near Cape Henry. They had engine 
trouble. 

All Get Back Safely. 

Two Martins and one F-G-5 ran out 
of gasoline before the attack was com- 
pleted and were unabl@ to return to 
their base at Langley field. One of 
them landed at Virginia Beach. An- 
other sought safety on a sand dune et 
Cape Henry, and the third landed «t 
Cape Charles. None of the machines 
suffered any serious mishap and 
reached home before nightfall. 

Three blimps accompanied the bomb- 
ing machines and carried officers and 
photographers.

If such a depart- 
ment is created it is suggested that it 
include supervision of the Philippines, 
Cuba, Hawaii, Porto Rico, Guam, the 
Virgin Islands, the Panama Canal 
Zone, the republic of Panama, and all 
other overseas dependent or semi-de- 
pendent regions. 

It is urged that Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood head this department after he 
has straightened out affairs here. It 
is suggested to make the position a 
new cabinet job, or else one under the 
secretary of state, cotrdinating the 
work now done in the navy, war, and 
other departments.

“I had a little aptitude for dialect, for picking up char- 
acteristic bits of Song and story, and Uncle Sam found that 
this little knack could be of some service to him—it re- 
minded his nephews and nieces of the old homes and made 
them readier to love the new. That's how I did my bit. 

“Now the war is over, and we all feel a tremendous 
debt to those who helped to win it.
